The response filed January 5, 2007 has been entered. 
Claim 23 is pending.

1. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Beach (US Patent 5,936,140). 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants' arguments filed January 5, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that Beach teaches overexpression of a preselected protein in a 
soybean plant, which is not part of the claimed invention. The Examiner maintains that the open 
language of the claim does not preclude overexpression of another protein.
